felves by the Fruits of their Study and Labours, whilft they al. 
low them but fcanty Premiums, and make uit of all Artifices 
to deceive and impofe upon them, to the great Difcouragement 
of Learning, 2nd Detriment to the Publick, who are thereby 
depriv’d of many valuable Pieces; in order to remove thefe or 
any other Prejudices, feveral Bookfellers have form'd them. 
felves into a Society, and offer the following Propofal to all 
whom it may concern. 
1. That they will give ready Money to any Author er Pro 
ietor of a Work which fhall be approved of by two Perfons of 
Judgment, to be nominated one by the Author, the other by 
the Society, who fhall alfo fix the Price to be given, on the 
Author's conveying to the faid Seciety his Right and Intereft 
in fuch Copy. 
2. That if the Author chufes not to part with his whole In- 
tereft in the Copy, and had rather wait the Event of its Sale, 
he fhall receive the full Moiety of the Profits a: ifing from the 
Sale of the firft and all future Editions of it, freed of a)! 
Rifque, (the Expences of Paper, Print, and other fincident 
Charges, being firft deduéted) the other Moiety to veft in the 
Society for the Hazard they will run, the Money they muft ex. 
pend, and for their Skill and Care of Management, &c. 

3. That the Paper! thall be bought at the beft Hand, the 
Work printed on the neateft Types, at the Rate Bookfellers 
pay for both, and proper Vouchers uced to juftify fuch 

ayments; and none but Perfons of Credit, ei:her Stationers 
or Printers, to be dealt with; and the Rates of Publication to 
be the fame as Publifhers ufually reckon to Book fellers. 

4. ‘That all Pamphlets, from three Sheets (which are ufu. 
ally fold for Six Pence) to Books of any Size or Price, thail 
be receiv’d, if approv'd, on any Subjeét in the whole Circle 
of Learning; no; fhall POLITICAL PIECES be excluded 
on either Side the Queftion, where not offenfive to good Man. 
ners 5 for one eftablith’d Rule of the Society will be, not to 
be of any Party themfelves. but to eblerve a ftrist Impar- 
tiality ; and Names to be concealed, and the utn oft Secrecy 
obferv’d, if requir'd
